NEW SCHEME 


Sir Thomas Lipton was the ‘sub- |- 


ject of several questions o3ked with 
some feéling at the meeting of Lipton, 
Ltd., in London, on June 7, the answer 
to the chief of which was that Sir 
Thomas Lipton ‘now held no shares 
in’ the business, though he became 
nominal president on his recent re- 
tirement. ; : 

The reconstruction 
warmly opposed, One shareholder 
suggested Sir Thontas should come 
forward and help the business over its 
present difficulties. . Another -stress- 
ed the view that the company. should 
be wound up. : 

Chief Opposition 

The prineipal opposition came from 
the ordinary shareholders: The pre- 
ference shareholders were more con- 
ciliatory. 

The 5 per ecnt, -preference "share- 
holders at their meeting objected to 
the debenttre-holders not being in- 
cluded in the. scheme and to giving up 
their’ cumulative rights. Questions 
were asked as to whether Sir Thomas 
Lipton was “suffering with his fellow 
shareholders” and whether the Mea- 
dow Dairy had a controlling interest 
in the eompany, 

Sir Gilbert Garnsey, who, with Sir 
William MeLintock -was responsible 
for the scheme replied that the ques- 
tion of bringing the .debenture- 
holders into the schenie had been eon- 
sidered, ‘but had been abandoned 
owing to the risk involved of a receiver 
being appointed. 

. No Shares 

Mr. Purves, the managing director, 
answering the question about the 
Meadow Dairy, stated that this com- 
pany had “certain rights in the | 
shares formally held by Sir Thomas 
Lipton.” “Sir Thomas,” he said, 
“does not possess any share in this 
business.” : Fs 

Sir Thomas Lipton was, of course, 

the founder of the ‘business, but he 
retired from the chairmanship of the 
company some time ago, and became 
nominal president of the concern. 
_ At the meeting of the ordinary 
shareholders the proceedings were 
more jively and several shareholders 
strongly opposed the scheme., 

One of their number in a heated 
speech declared that it seemed “as if 
the business was ran for the direc- 
tors’ benefit, as when the ordinary 
shareholders are being asked to_give 
up 19s. in the £ the directers are 
asking for £3,000 a year.”

Referring to a statement by Sir:

GALLE. FACE HOTEL 


| PROPOSAL TO SELL LOST BY 


CASTING VOTE 
OBJECTION TO SCHEME 

By the.chairman’s casting vote, the 
proposed re-building scheme for the 
Galle Face’ Hotel, Colombo, was ap- 
proved at an extraordinary general 
niéeting of shareholders. 

An amendment to the effect. that 
negotiations be started immediately 
for the sale of the Galle Face Hotel 
lock, steck and barrel as a going 
coneérn, was thrown out—also by the 
casting vote of the chairman, Mr. J. F. 
Sibbald. 

The chairman said that 57 share- 
holders had appraved the proposals 
while eight shareholders were not in 
favour of the building programme. 

The scheme provided for the cons- 
traction of a new swimming. poo! in 
the south-west corner of the hotel site, 
estimated to cost. Rs. 60,000.. The 
northern wing of the hotel will also be 
reconstructed, but its demolition will 
not be taken in hand until the coming 
passenger season is over. The scheme 
wilt take 18 to 20 months to 
complete. The re-designing of the 
dining. room is also to be undertaken 
at a later date. ; 

The proposed new block is intended 


to provide additional ,secommodation r 


for 105 persons. 

Mr. T. &. Villiers, representing a 
minority of the. shareholders, said that 
a six-storeyed buikiing ‘at the lower 
end and a five-storeyed building, for 
the rest at a cost of only Rs. 875,000 
struck him as a very moderate estim- 
ate. If it cost more or took a longer 
time, the position of the existing 
shareholders would not be favourable. 


He asked for more definite data and[ 


suggested that sufficient reserve funds 
should be put by for the payment of 
dividends during the period of re- 
construction, . 


Mr. P. G. Cooke said he did -not]- 


see any urgent necessity for increasing 
the accommodation. It was only on a 
very few nights of the year that all 
the bedrooms were fully occupied. He 
understood that the larger mail boats 
did not now find it necessary to stay 
in the harbour. overnight for fuelling 
as they onee did; and there was, there- 
fore, no urgent need for increasing the 
accommodation by as many 2s 105 
rooms.

108. new boys from the Govern- 
ment District Schools were ad- 
mitted to Class 8. Boys admitted 
from these Schools usually have 
had a thorough grounding . in 
elementary subjects.and do wel] in 
the Upper School of Queen’s Coi- 
lege. 

All pupils in’ Class 2 take the 
Junior Local Examination and all 
in Class 1 take the Matriculation or 
the Senior Local of the Hong Kong 
University: At the last examina- 
tion 83 boys sat» for the- Junior 
Local “Examination; of these 
63 passed gaining 41 distinctions. 
In the Senior Loca] and Matrictla- 
tion Examination 36 candidates sat, 
and of these 24 passed, eight of 
them gaining honours with a total 
of 21 distinctions. These excellent 
results indicate the painstaking 
work of the staff.. —

ANOTHER PASS 


Having come in with a cargo from 
in the Thames 
before’ docking, it’ was a question in 


the Admiralty Court how the Glasgow. 


steamship “Sagaing,” of 5,000 tons, 
came into collisibn with the steamer 
“Lovaas,” which was passing her going 
down. The “Lovaas” brought 
action against the “Sagaing,” and met 
the answer that the “Lovaas? was 
preceeding down not too fast but too 
slow, so that a squall struck her star- 
board bow and: drove her on the bow 
of the stationary ship. 

‘The President (Lord Merrivale) 
heard the suit, and Mr. Hayward ap- 
peared for the plaintiffs, the owners 
of the “Lovaas,” instructed by Messrs. 
Thos. Cooper and (o.; and Mr. J.‘G: 
Trapnell was for the. Glasgow ‘owners, 
instrueted. by. Messrs. Holman, Fen- 


| Wick and Willan. 


"Giving judgment, Lord Merrivale 
said the collision occurred about 
abreast of Deadman’s Dock buoys, off 
the -Greenland Dork, between the 
“Lovaas,” 1891 tons gross, and. 256ft. 
long, outward bound dor the Tyne, in 
j ballast, and the “Sagaing, a ‘Glasgow 
steamship, of 5,000 tons~ register, and 
463 ft. long, beam 61 £t., coming in 
laden from overseas. The "“Sagaing’ 3" 
draft was somewhat deep. She was to 
turn into the Greenland Dock to dis- 
charge, but-was- hung up in the river 
by the state of things in the dock, and 
turned on a down-river heading, being 
about mid-stream, and, as’ she said, 
. with her head a -point beyond the 
down+river heading towards the south 
shore, The “Lovaas,” proceeding 
down towards her at a slow speed, was 
in charge of a competent pilot. At the 
buoys were eraft, and two barges were 
eoming up river. One, the “Ascot,” 
was to enter Greenland Dock -on the 
tide, and was getting her heading by 
the use of curs, hut neither barge pre- 
sented any real impediment to the 
down coming “Lovaas.” !

SEQUEL 
SUSPECT IN CUSTODY 

As a result.of a smart piece of de- 
tective work, a| Chinese is now in 
Police custody on a charge af murder, 
The murder occurred ‘at 6.35 p.m, 
yesterday, andthe alleged culprit was 
arrested within an hour. - 

The murdered _man was.a  coclie 
named Yeng Lek-hong’ (3), living at 
No. 12, Stone Nillah-lane, He was 
found dead outside No. 2, Taiyuen- 
street with a stab wound in the chest. 
Near the body was a rattan maker's 
‘blood-stained - needic, which was un- 
tloubtedly the weapon used by the mur- 
ferer, +.

CHARGES - 


Yet To Be Abolished 


ECONOMY URGED 


Tytam Tuk Temporary Catchwaters 


At the meeting of the Legislative Council yesterday afternoon, 


the Hon: Sir Joseph Kemp, K.C., 


the water situation had so improved since the previous Council 
meeting, that it had been decided not to make’ the regulations 
; abolishing the so-called free allowance. : et 
A’series of questions was also asked by the Hon. Sir Henry 
Pollock, K:C., relative to the harbour pipe line and temporary catch- 


waters at Tytam Tuk. 


‘In moving the second reading of 

. the. Bill intituled “An Ordinance to 

amend the Waterworks Ordinance 
1903,” the Attotney General gaid: 

The water situation has improved 
£0 much since this-Council last met 
that it has been decided not to make 
at present the regulations abolishing 
the so-called free allowance. It 
may. still be necessary to make these 
regulations: abolishing the free 
allowance. That ‘ill depend on 
two things, firstly, the rainfall 
and, secondly, the consumption. 
It may be that if we get a very 
dry August—and the minimum 
rainfall in. August is under four 
inches—we may have to reconsi- 
der the making of these regula- 
tions. On the other hand, if we 
get a moderate rainfall but the 
consumption has risen consider- 
ably on account of the relaxation 

‘of the restrictions, -it may still be 
necessary to consider making 
these regulations. It is, therefore, 
important ° that economy jin the 
use of water should still be exer- 
cised. Hon. members will, ; of 
course, understand that if it 
should be necessary to make these 
regulations before the end of this 
current quarter, an.event which 
one hopes will not take place, the 
new prices contained 
gulations, including the charge 
for the so-called free allowance, | 
will apply to all water supplied 
by meter during the current quarter, 
that is if the regulations ara made 
before the current quarter expires. 
This temporary proposal, which was 
dictated hy the present emergency, 
is therefore suspended’ for the time 
being and may be abandoned al- 
together. On the other hand, the 
present emergency is not over 
though it is Jess urgent, and it may 
even last until the next summer 
rains. We must, therefore, con- 
template the possibility of the in- 
troduction of these regulations 
which have been thus suspended, 

“Could be Abolished 

I am, however, authorised to say 
on behalf of the Government that 

- if at any future time, after the 
present emergency has ceased, any 
abolition of the free allowance is 
contemplated, an opportunity will 
be given to the Legislative Council 
to discuss the proposal before any 
actual abolition takes place. 

What I have said, Sir, refers to 
the ‘draft regulations which were 
published in the “Gazette.” Though 
they are not ‘to be proceeded with 
at present, it is proposed to con- 
tiflue the enactment of the Bill: J 
should explain that there is much 
in the Bill which is of general 
importance and which is désirable 
quite apart from any question of 
the’ present émergency or : the 
abolition of the free allowance. 
As a matter’ of fact the free allow- 
ance could be abolished. by the Gov- 
ernor in Council at the present mo- 
ment even without, the amending 
Ordinance. One thing the Bill pro- 
Poses to do. is to bring the péenal- 

- ties for water offences up to more 
adequate ‘standards.- I think it is 
generally recognised that’ the pre- 
sent penalties are inadequate in 
many cases... It ‘also - recognises 
‘what has long. been the.basis ‘of 
the practical: - calculation ‘of: excess 
consumption, ‘what'1 call the “meter 
reader's quarter.” - It also. makes 
it possible in any future emergency

LAND 


QUEER cusTOMS 
Interesting reports. of ‘the “ameri- 
can “Museum of Natural History 
disclose conditions of life in thé 
Aleutian: Islands, especially the 
Pribiloffs, from which the best fur 
seal comes. 


The Aleutians . area chain of 


lislands in Alaska territory, divid- 


ing the Bering Sea fr om the Pacific 
Ocean. 

The total population has fallen 
from 30,000 to a little over 1,000, 
due mainly to the acts of, Russian 
hunters in decimating the ser mam- 
mals, which were their ‘principal 
source of food. 

On the Pribilof Islands sealing 
ig carried on under the United 
States Government, The islanders 
are regarded ag Government labour- 
ers and no outsider may land there 
without a special ‘permit, - This 
restriction also applies to the crews 
of revenue. cutters cruising round 
the islands during ie summer.. 
Leave of absence is reluctantly 
granted to the Aleuts, and none are 
allowed to return after a year's ab- 
sence or more. 

All the adult Aleuts take part in 
killing the seal. Almost every day 
during the summer the fur seals 
are cut off from their escape 
to the sea and are driven in- 
land from”. their rookeries. 
About half a mile from the 
shore, the herd is examined. 
Females, old males and puppies are 
“cut out” and sent back to the 
coast. The males between two and 
five years old aré driven to the kill- 
The animals are club- 
bed senseless by blows from long 
sticks, after which their throats are 
cut and they are skinned. 

Two Dollars a Seal 

The community is credited with 
two dollars for each seal killed. 
Each head of family hag an account; 
with the Government store, where 
he may obtain ready-made clothing, 
imported food, tools and’ other 
needed commodities, .as- well as 
‘uxuries.- Toward the end of the 
year the - hunter -Teceives his 
balance in money.

“ DEATH’ OF x MR. WONG 
TIN-TSEUNG 


GENERAL BENEFACTOR

The death’ occurred at 411 am. on the 
18th instant at Field Cottage, Kowloon 
City, after an illness ‘lasting a few 
days, of Mr. Wong Tin-tseung,' a well- 
Known Hong Kong Chinese resident, at 
; the age of 89 years. In the year 1855 
Mr. Wong was educated at St. -Paul’s 
College. He was proprietor of the Wai 
‘Hang | firm of jewellers "in Queen's 
rond Central and the Tai Sang Hong, 
general merchants in Bonham-strand 
West. He was at one time compradore 
of Messrs Reuter Brockelman and Co., 
but retired from that position a few 
months ‘before -the. War. 

He was-one of the promoters of the 
Free Night School opened in 1911 for 
the free education of the poor in Eng- 
lish and. Chinese, particularly those. 
who having to eqrn their living were 
‘unsble te-attend school during. the day. 
He deputed his son, Mr. Wong Kwong- 
tin to take charge of the English ‘sec- 
; tion of the school. He was also one of 


the. promoters in 1920 of an industrial} 


‘School for Destitute. Children and 
‘ Orphans in Hong Kong, and it is under~ 
stood that he left some money for this 
worthy | purpose, 

‘Mr. Wong was a supporter ‘of many 
charitable : inatitutions- and Sports 
Clubs; He was a man - of 2 quiet 
temperament, and was always ready to 
assist a good cause anonymously.

is much more than “Casta Diva” 

and a brilliant soprano singer. 
“Norma” is a milestone. in the 


progress of opera, and its neglect is | 


not altogether due to managerial 
indifference, but largely, to the in- 
competence of singers ta deal ad- 
equately with Bellini’s mellifluous 
phrases. It is the depreciated art 
of the singer more than the decay of 
taste for things beautiful that has 
aged “Norma.”
